STRAIGHT FROM THE OLD CRANKCASE 
The House Ways and Means Committee be­ 
gins executive hearings on Monday (May 17) 
on prospective exercise tax reduction. Public 
hearings were held last year. 
ON THE EVE of renewed House Ways and 
Means Committee hearings on excise taxes, 
hard facts are elusive. Indications are that the 
administration now wants something smaller 
than the $1.75 billion estimated slash after 
the Johnson-Dillon conference in Texas last 
November. Indications are that once the can of 
eels is opened, Congress will want a great deal 
more. For example, a repeal of the IO per cent 
manufacturers’ excise tax on new passenger 
cars now being urged by the industry would just 
about double President Johnson’s proposed re­ 
duction. 
The deadline for action is July I. Some excise 
taxes will be repealed and others will be re­ 
duced. At any rate, the jockeying will be in­ 
finite, and the infighting instructive. Take what 
might be called the Crankcase Caper. 
THE PETROLEUM RE-REFINING INDUSTRY 
literally makes its living from crankcase wastes. 
It collects waste oil from service stations and 
renders it reusable 
by refining it again. This 
industry produced 400 million quarts of re­ 
processed lubricating oil last year. 
Oil never w'ears out. It either burns or gets 
dirty. So crankcase drawings, “ laundered” , are 
sold to railroads, bus and truck lines, airlines, 
and the I . S. Air Force. Marine and industrial 
oils also are produced. There are about 68 
of these small re-refiners. 
The Association of Petroleum Re-refiners, the 
industry trade organization, claims that this 
reworked oil is as good as or better than oils 
produced from virgin crude. But automobile 
owners, 
from habit or the influence of ad­ 
vertising, overhwlemingly stick with the stan­ 
dard brands. Big users see the advantage of 
even a 6 ( a gallon differential. 
And this small industry is able to exist be­ 
cause it is exempted from the 6£ per gallon 
lax 
levied on ordinary lubricating oil. This 
is paid on the new oil and is reflected in the 
price the motorist pays at the service station. 
So far as the government is concerned, the 
revenues are insignificant -- $77 million to 
$80 million a year. 
The trade association argues that if the tax on 
new lubricating oil comes off, many re-refiners

NEW YORK: -- That peppery 
bantam, crew-cut David Dubin- 
sky, labor loader by profession, 
gadfly by avocation and cflohal 
conscience by dedication, is the 
only union 
chief ever to l>e 
kissed by an American P resi­ 
dent. 
It happened not too long ago 
during 
a 
state dinner in tile 
White House. Lyndon Johnson 
saw tile 72-year-old leader of 
the nation’s ladies’ garment 
workers, 
strode 
over and 
bussed him. Such emotion in a 
president and such rapport are 
not easy to come by. The Inci­ 
dent set a precedent. 
But Dubinsky has smashed tra ­

It handles or advises on Hie 
placing of well over half 
a 
billion dollars deposited In an 
assortm ent of funds.

So big now are some of the 
“ houses” , tile relationship t>o-

(Fic­ 
titious names are permitted in 
certain cases.) 
Dr. Huxton claimed that his 
rights to liberty and proper­ 
ty (In 
practicing his profes­ 
sion) were infringed. He could 
not, he said, prescribe contra­ 
ception In acceptance with ac­ 
cepted medical practice with­ 
out 
running 
the 
risk 
of 
crim inal prosecution and loss 
of hts licen se to practice. 
Patient** C ases 
M rs. Doe held that her life 
was being endangered by the 
law. She needed contraception 
because of hypertensive cardio­ 
vascular disease andothei st ii- 
ous 
physical 
c o n d it io n r e - 
suiting from a cerebral hemor­ 
rhage (hiring an earlier preg­ 
nancy that terminated In still­ 
birth. It was Dr. Buxton** opin­ 
ion that further pregnane) would 
most Iikel\ result In her teeth. 
M rs. Hoe sued on grounds that 
an Rh blood fat tor had already 
produced four consecutive chil­ 
dren who were dead at time of 
delivery or died within 48 hours. 
The medical outlook for a nor­ 
mal 
child 
was 
“highlv 
un­ 
likely.** 
M rs. Poe's suit was based on 
filet 
that 
a genetic condition 
had caused tile death of three 
congenitally abnormal children 
within ten days of birth. Medi­ 
cal opinion held, she said, that 
another pregnancy would prob­

her to psycho­ 
logical stress to the breaking 
point. 
Mr. and M rs. Roe sued on en­ 
tirely different grounds. They 
w ere entitled to contraceptive 
ser v ic e s, they maintained, be­ 
cause they wished to postpone 
the birth of children until they 
w ere “ prepared psychological­ 
ly or econom ically for the du­ 
ties and obligations of jurent- 
hood.** 
Due P rocess Cited 
On these various grounds,all 
the complainants contended that 
the Connecticut law deprived 
them of life and liberty without 
due p rocess of law, as guaran­ 
teed by die 14th Amendment. 
The low er court which heard 
the suits rejected thearguments 
and so, once more, the Connec­ 
ticut Supreme Court was asked 
to decide the constitutionality 
of the birth-control ban. 
This tim e, the law was up­ 
held unanimously, with the court 
restating the “abstention** ad­ 
vice offered earlier. Even if 
contraception is “ the best and 
safest

fer,** the Judge said, “ that fact

In thLs day and age, how 
do vou raise a family of six 
children when the breadwinner 
is 111? ThLs question suddenly 
had to lie answered by her. 
Where Ls Hie money going to 
come from? The mother could 
go to work - but with six ch il­ 
dren? W ell, It has been done but 
who will care for the children 
during the 
m other's working 
hours? 
A thousand questions must lie 
running through the thoughts of 
thLs young mother .is she per- 
forr s the necessary task 
of 
finding a way for herself and 
her family In a world suddenly 
over-burdened 
with problem s 
that 
we 
hope 
many 
of 
us 
will never have to face - as lf - 
her husband's sick n ess wasn't 
enough to worry about! 
There was no substantial p ri­ 
vate Insurance a’, ailable to this 
young mother. She reported that 
about all they could save went 
into paying for a sm all life In­ 
surance policy on her husband. 
There was no sick n ess and ac­ 
cident insurance except for the 
payments she had already r e ­ 
ceived from a policy carried 
in her husband by the company 
for which he worked. T iese pay­ 
ments lasted only 6 months and 
her husband had not l*een able 
to 
work 
for nearly 
a year. 
What has always been of great 
concern to those who work for 
social security Is why people 
who are eligible for payments 
wait so lorn to com e to the o f­ 
fice to claim benefits for which 
they have paid. This mother had 
been drifting from one place to 
another looking for help. Not 
knowing exactly where to turn 
and overlooking the social s e ­ 
curity office - the one plate 
where 
substantial hell* was - 
available 
to her because her 
husband had paid for the pro­ 
tection during his working life ­ 
tim e. 
This mother possibly 
never would have come to the 
office except that when her hus­ 
band was received at the State 
Hospital, they notified the Social 
Security Administration that he 
might be eligible for disability 
social security payments. 


It was found that he was not 
only eligible but that his fam ily 
m em bers were also entitled to 
collect monthly paym ents. The 
payments amounted to 
over 


$200 a month and because he 
had been disabled 
nearly 
a 
vt-ir igo, there wore 6 monthly 
payments already’ due. 
This m other's story is not an 
unusual case. There are many 
like it even though the Social 
Security Administration 
con­ 
tinually urges anyone who is 
disabled to come to tho social

abled. 
Disability 
monthly payments 
do not Start until 6 full months 
after the person becom es dis­ 
abled but by coming early tho 
disabled worker and his fam ily 
can make sure that the payments 
will reach them when they are 
due.

Seriate Approves Governor 
For Two Four Year Terms 


JEFFERSON 
CITY (A P) — 
Gov. Warren E, Heirnes won a 
resounding victory in the Mis­ 
souri Senate Wednesday, 
By a surprising 20-5 vote, the 
Senate approved the governor*» 
proposed constitutional change 
to allow a governor to serve two 
successive four-year term s. 
The measure now goes on the 
□allot for the voters to decide, 
either at the 190G general elec­ 
tion or a special election before 
then. 
The Senate’s action came only 
a few hours after Hearnes had 
conceded at least temporary de­ 
feat in his battle with T reasurer 
M, K. Morris to get new deposi­ 
tories for the state’s interest- 
free demand deposits. 
The governor said he accepted 
Ally. Gen. Norman H. Ander­ 
son’s ruling that M orris could 
not be forced by legal action to 
submit a new list of banks. Any 
change will have to come from 
legislative action or a constitu­ 
tional amendment, the governor 
concluded. 
The lopsided Senate vote came 
after the Senate hud defeated 
three proposed amendments, in­ 
cluding one to let a governor 
serve as long us ne could keep 
getting elected. 
Sen. William D. Waters, D-Lib- 
erty, the majority floor leader, 
headed the opposition to chang­ 
ing the constitution. He made it 
clear he was not criticizing 
Hearnes but said lie feared he 
proposal would open the door to 
machine rule m Missouri and 
one man domination of the state 
government. 
Several 
of the governor’s 
aides were m the gallery during 
the debate and Hearnes himself 


had been in the Senate corridors 
earlier. 
It was obvious from the out­ 
set that the way had been well 
prepared for the proposal — the 
same as In the House, where it 
whisked through with a mini­ 
mum of opposition. 
One senator said he had been 
buttonholed by more of his con­ 
stituents on the governorship 
succession issue than on any 
other problem before the legis­ 
lature. 


On the question of the bank 
depositories, Hearnes indicated 
he had not decided what his next 
step would be. He said lie would 
study the problem and perhaps 
recomaie id :o the special legis­ 
lative session next year whether 
to tackle it through legislation 
or a constitutional change. 
He said some change is need­ 
ed to correct “ this long contin­ 
ued favoritism to die disadvan­ 
tage of many other qualified 
Missouri banks.** 


“ These banks will continue to

14(b) — WHY IT MUST BE SAVED 
The Right to Work principle is one of the most 
important questions facing the American people. 
Yet, ironically, it remains one of the least 
understood. We would therefore like to present, 
in a factual nutshell, the true picture as to just 
what Right to Work is and what it means to 
America. 
First, 
let us clear up one widely spread 
misconception. The Right to Work is morally 
right. The right to 
a worker to choose for 
himself, to work on terms acceptable to him­ 
self should be a fundamental right of our free 
American citizenship. 
Second, no citizen should be forced to join 
or pay money to any private organization in 
order to get or hold a job. No private organiza­ 
tion except unions has or seeks compulsory 
membership. When, for example, state legisla­ 
tures act to require membership in a bar as­ 
sociation (resulting in the so-called intergrated 
bar) they are making the bar association an 
arm of the state government and not a private 
organization. 
Third, the repeal of 14(b), which now guaran­ 
tees the Right to Work in 19 of our states, 
would mean the loss of another freedom. Many 
people believe that no civil right is more im­ 
portant than the right of free choice. The Port­ 
land Oregon Oregonian said recently: “ We see 
little difference in the area of human rights 
between denying a person employment because 
of color, religion, race or sex and denying a 
person employment because he will not join a 
union.” 
Fourth, the one effective control on the political 
and financial abuses practiced on the rank and 
file workers by so many labor 
bosses is 
voluntary union memberships — the Right 
to Work. When a person is forced to join, 
forced to pay dues, then what effective check- 
rein is there on a union officer? What effec­ 
tive means does the captive worker have of 
keeping his union bosses on the straight and 
narrow? The answer is none. 
Fifth, the American people are in favor ol 
voluntary union membership. National polls b> 
Opinion Research, Lou Harris, etc., show that 
two out of three Americans believe that a 
man should not have to belong to a union to 
hold a job. This disapproves the propaganda 
line that a few “fat cats” back Right to Work 
ÍQí their own selfish interests. It proves, rather, 
chief Hieht to Work supporters are 
IhTand mimons of individual Americans 
in all walks of life — including union members 
themselves. 
The Right to Work position has not and cannot 
be refuted on a logical, intellectual honest basis. 
That is because the Right to Work is a basic 
American right. It is a worker’s right, a state 
right and an individual right. To deny this 
right would be to humble the very essence of 
our liberty.

STRAIGHT FROM THE OLD CRANKCASE 
The House Ways and Means Committee be­ 
gins executive hearings on Monday (May 17) 
on prospective exercise tax reduction. Public 
hearings were held last year. 
ON THE EVE of renewed House Ways and 
Means Committee hearings on excise taxes, 
hard facts are elusive. Indications are that the 
administration now wants something smaller 
than the $1.75 billion estimated slash after 
the Johnson-Dillon conference in Texas last 
November. Indications are that once the can of 
eels is opened, Congress will want a great deal 
more. For example, a repeal of the 10 per cent 
manufacturers’ excise tax on new passenger 
cars now being urged by the industry would just 
about double President Johnson’s proposed re­ 
duction. 
The deadline for action is July 1. Some excise 
taxes will be repealed and others will be re­ 
duced. At any rate, the jockeying will be in­ 
finite, and the infighting instructive. Take what 
might be called the Crankcase Caper. 
THE PETROLEUM RE-REFINING INDUSTRY 
literally makes its living from crankcase wastes. 
It collects waste oil from service stations and 
renders it reusable 
by refining it again. This 
industry produced 400 million quarts of re­ 
processed lubricating oil last year. 
Oil never wears out. It either burns or gets 
dirty. So crankcase drainings, “ laundered” , are 
sold to railroads, bus and truck lines, airlines, 
and the U. S. Air Force. Marine and industrial 
oils also are produced. There are about 68 
of these small re-refiners. 
The Association of Petroleum Re-refiners, the 
industry trade organization, claims that this 
reworked oil is as good as or better than oils 
produced from virgin crude. But automobile 
owners, from habit or the influence of ad­ 
vertising, overhwlemingly stick with the stan­ 
dard brands. Big users see the advantage of 
even a 6(! a gallon differential. 
And this small industry is able to exist be­ 
cause it is exempted from the 6£ per gallon 
tax levied on ordinary lubricating oil. This 
is paid on the new oil and is reflected in the 
price the motorist pays at the service station. 
So far as the government is concerned, the 
revenues are insignificant — $77 million to 
$80 million a year. 
The trade association argues that if the tax on 
new lubricating oil comes off, many re-refiners 
will go out of business and the remainder 


will have to charge for picking up the black 
crankcase slime from service stations. The 
consumer probably will get no price relief, 
and the service station will pass along to him 
the pickup charge. 
1 HE 
INDUS! R\ 
has another arrow to its 
bow. Waste oil is one of the most dangerous 
potential pollutants of both land and water. 
Re-refining, the argument g o e s, keeps from 
our waters, sewage plants, and incinerators 
today an increasing supply - - say, 600 million 
quarts a year -- of crankcase drainings. 
Without re-refining, this oil could only 
be 
burned -- raising a smog problem -- or 
shipped far out to sea. So the industry claims 
it is actually performing a service. 
There is no disposition here to comment on the 
merits of the argument. There does seem to be 
something 
disingenuous 
about 
re-refiners 
arguing that the tax should be kept on new 
lubricating oil because without it they, the 
re-refiners, would go out of business and they, 
the re-refiners, conserve that valuable natural 
resource, oil. The only thing as inevitable as 
death and taxes is controversy over the latter.

WASHINGTON»' — Fifteen hun­ 
dred dollars is riding on a Sen­ 
ate com mittee hearing this week 
for every bus d riv er, bootblack, 
broker and banker in the U £.A . 
On the outcome of these Senate 
hearings will partly depend the 
disposition of the UJi. govern­ 
ment property worth $300 bil­ 
lion — enough to pay off the na­ 
tional debt. O r, if divided among 
200 million A m ericans, it would 
mean a bonus of $1,500 apiece. 
The property in question is 
the vast five million ac res of 
government • owned oil shale 
land in Colorado, Wyoming, and 
Eastern 
Utah. It’s estim ated 
that it contains two trillion bar­ 
rels of oil, and this bonanza 
is now the subject of intense 
backstage wire-pulling on the 
part of the big oil companies and 
the protectors of the public. 
Lyndon 
Johnson 
probably 
doesn’t know it, being busy with 
the Dominican Republic, Viet 
Narri, and other problem s, but he 
is being quoted backstage as fav­ 
oring his old friends the oil 
companies in the disposition of 
this hidden trea su re. 
In a previous Republican Ad­ 
m inistration —Hoover’s —Sec­ 
retary of the Interior Ray Ly. 
man Wilbur withdrew the shale 
oil lands from private leasing. 
At that time the market was 
glutted with domestic oil and 
not much was known about how 
to develop shale oil. 
But with the end of other oil 
resources in the U£.A. now 
foreseeable, shale oil has be­ 
come the most im portant unde­ 
veloped resource in the United 
States.

It happened not too long ago 
during

White House. Lyndon Johnson 
saw the 72-year-old leader of

14(b) — WHY IT MUST BE SAVED 
The Right to Work principle is one of the most 
important questions facing the American people. 
Yet, ironically, it remains one of the least 
understood. W e would therefore like to present, 
in a factual nutshell, the true picture as to just 
what Right to Work is and what it means to 
America. 
First, 
let us clear up one widely spread 
misconception. The Right to Work is morally 
right. The right to 
a worker to choose for 
himself, to work on terms acceptable to him­ 
self should be a fundamental right of our free 
American citizenship. 
Second, no citizen should be forced to join 
or pay money to any private organization in 
order to get or hold a job. No private organiza­ 
tion except unions has or seeks compulsory 
membership. When, for example, state legisla­ 
tures act to require membership in a bar as­ 
sociation (resulting in the so-called intergrated 
bar) they are making the bar association an 
arm of the state government and not a private 
organization. 
Third, the repeal of 14(b), which now guaran­ 
tees the Right to Work in 19 of our states, 
would mean the loss of another freedom. Many 
people believe that no civil right is more im­ 
portant than the right of free choice. The Port­ 
land Oregon Oregonian said recently: “ We see 
little difference in the area of human rights 
between denying a person employment because 
of color, religion, race or sex and denying a 
person employment because he will not join a 
union.” 
Fourth, the one effective control on the political 
and financial abuses practiced on the rank and 
file workers by so many labor 
bosses is 
voluntary union memberships 
- - the 
Right 
to Work. When a person is forced to join, 
forced to pay dues, then what effective eheck- 
rein is there on a union officer? What effec­ 
tive means does the captive worker have of 
keeping his union bosses on the straight and 
narrow ? The answer is none. 
Fifth, the American people are in favor ol 
voluntary union membership. National polls b\ 
Opinion Research, Ixm Harris, etc., show that 
two out of three Americans believe that a 
man should not have to belong to a union to 
hold a job. This disapproves the propaganda 
line that a few- ‘‘fat cats” back Right to Work 
far their own selfish interests. It proves, rather, 
that the chief Right to Work supporters are 
WmidnlT'and mi n'Ttms of individual Americans 
in all walks of life — including union members 
themselves. 
The Right to Work position has not and cannot 
be refuted on a logical, intellectual honest basis. 
That is because the Right to Work is a basic 
American right. It is a worker’s right, a state 
right and an individual right. To deny this 
right would be to humble the very essence of 
our liberty.

literally makes its living from crankcase wastes. 
It collects waste oil from service stations and 
renders it reusable 
by refining it again. This 
industry produced 400 million quarts of re­ 
processed lubricating oil last year. 
Oil never wears out. It either burns or gets 
dirty. So crankcase drainings, ‘‘laundered” , are 
sold to railroads, bus and truck lines, airlines, 
and the U. S. Air Force. Marine and industrial 
oils also are produced. There are about 68 
of these small re-refiners. 
The Association of Petroleum Re-refiners, the 
industry trade organization, claims that this 
reworked oil is as good as or better than oils 
produced from virgin crude. But automobile 
owners, 
from habit or the influence of ad­ 
vertising, overhwlemingly stick with the stan­ 
dard brands. Big users see the advantage of 
even a 
a gallon differential. 
And this small industry is able to exist be­ 
cause it is exempted from the 6£ per gallon 
«,ax levied on ordinary lubricating oil. This 
is paid on the new oil and is reflected in the 
price the motorist pays at the service station. 
So far as the government is concerned, the 
revenues are insignificant - - $77 million to 
$80 million a year. 
The trade association argues that if the tax on 
new lubricating oil comes off, many re-refiners 
will go out of business and the remainder

will have to charge tor picking up the black 
crankcase slime from service stations. The 
consumer probably will get no price relief, 
and the service station w ill pass along to him 
the pickup charge. 
THE 
INDUSTRY 
has another arrow to its 
bow. Waste oil is one of the most dangerous 
potential pollutants of both land and water. 
Re-refining, the argument goes, keeps from 
our waters, sewage plants, and incinerators 
today an increasing supply - - say, 600 million 
quarts a year - - of crankcase drainings. 
Without re-refining, this oil could only 
be 
burned 
-- 
raising a 
smog problem 
-- or 
shipped far out to sea. So the industry claims 
it is actually performing a service. 
There is no disposition here to eommentonthe 
merits of the argument. There does seem to be 
something 
disingenuous 
about 
re-refiners 
arguing that the tax should be kept on new 
lubricating oil 
because without it they, the 
re-refiners, would go out of business and they, 
the re-refiners, conserve that valuable natural 
resource, oil. The only thing as inevitable as 
death and taxes is controversy over the latter.

ever to lie 
kissed by an American P re si­ 
dent. 
It hapjiened not too long ago 
during 
a 
state dinner in the 
White House. Lyndon Johnson 
saw the 72-year-old leader of 
the nation’s ladies' 
garm ent 
w orkers, 
strode 
over and 
bussed him. Such emotion In a 
president and such rapjx>rt are 
not easy to come by. The Inci­ 
dent set a precedent. 
But Dubinsky has sm ashed tr a ­ 
dition 
for 
generations.

“ makes” 
precedents 
as the 
442,000 m em bers of his big

Jonathan Logan, Inc., probably 
the biggest house, has 75 plants 
In 16 states.

So big now are some of the 
“ houses” , the relationship be­ 
tween them and the needle union 
approaches that of a steel com ­

There would tie no union within 
a union he said -- and has stuck 
to his jxjsition. 
At 72 he’s battling as he did 
at 23 and 43. Thirty years ago 
he took on the F ascists, Nazis 
and Com munists. After the war 
he was a one man arm y in the 
cold war. It was Dubinsky who 
stirre d the AFL into helping the 
postwar unions fight off the 
heavily muscled and heavily 
financed 
Communists 
from 
West Berlin to Rome. 
There never has lieen a day 
when “ DD” 
has 
not fought 
totalitarianism . When the left 
wing becam e jxw erful in the 
theatre in the th irties, he bucked 
them. He produced a musical 
comedy 
called 
Pins 
and 
Needles. 
When the mobs moved in on 
la lo r, he Introduced the first 
anti-racketeering resolution in 
an AFL convention -- and was 
slugged for it in a hotel lobby 
by Joe Fay, who was subse­ 
quently Imprisoned for extor­ 
tion. 
He is partisan. Though he leads 
the Liberal Party of New York, 
he Is high In Democratic Party 
esteem . Especially the P re si­ 
dent’s. 
Thus Ills report to the con­ 
vention 
delegates 
concludes 
with “ . . . In President Lyndon 
B, Johnson we have an ally In 
the White House. . .” 
Little David Is no mean ally 
him self. At 72 he is the lal>or 
movement’s Winston Churchill 
- - h i s best years are ahead of 
him.

Birth Control 
\nd The Law 


Th# Po* Case. This second 
lortrunner of the current suit 
began In 1950 as a massive 
legal challenge to the birth- 
control statute. A battery of 
civil suits was filed, the com­ 
ponents attacking the law on 
various grounds, involved were 
Dr. Buxton of Yale and a num­ 
ber of persons Identified as 
Doe, Hoe, Poe and Roe. (Fic­ 
titious names are permitted In 
certain cases.) 
Dr. Buxton claimed that his 
rights to liberty and proper­ 
ty (In practicing his profes­ 
sion) were Infringed. He could 
not, he said, prescribe contra­ 
ception In accordance with ac­ 
cepted medical practice with­ 
out 
running 
the 
risk 
of 
criminal prosecution and loss 
of his license to practice. 
Patient's Cases 
Mrs. Doe held that her life 
was being endangered In the 
law. She needed contraception 
because of hypertensive cardio­ 
vascular disease and other st ri- 
ous 
physical 
conditions 
re­ 
sulting from a cerebral hemor­ 
rhage during an earlier preg­ 
nancy that terminated in still­ 
birth. It was Dr. Buxton's opin­ 
ion that further pregnancy would 
most likely result in her death. 
Mrs. Hoe sued on grounds that 
an Rh blood factor had already 
produced four consecutive chil­ 
dren who w ere dead at time of 
delivery or died within 48 hours. 
The medical outlook for a nor­ 
mal 
child 
was 
"highly un­ 
likely." 
Mrs. Poe's suit was based on 
fact that a genetic condition 
had caused the death of three 
congenitally abnormal children 
within ten days of birth. Medi­ 
cal opinion held, she said, that 
another pregnancy would prob­ 
ably 
subject 
her to psycho­ 
logical stress to the breaking 
point. 
Mr. and Mrs. Roe sued on en­ 
tirely different grounds. They 
were entitled to contraceptive 
services, they maintained, be­ 
cause they wished to postpone 
the birth of children until they 
were “ prepared psychological­ 
ly or economically for the du­ 
ties and obligations of parent­ 
hood." 
Due Process Cited 
On these various grounds, all 
the complainants contended that 
the Connecticut law deprived 
them of life and liberty without 
due process of law, as guaran­ 
teed by the 14th Amendment. 
The lower court which heard 
the suits rejected the argum ents 
and so, once more, the Connec­ 
ticut Supreme Court was asked 
to decide the constitutionality 
of the birth-control ban. 
This time, the law was up­ 
held unanimously, with the court 
restating the "abstention" ad­ 
vice offered earlier. Even if 
contraception is "the best and 
safest 
preventive 
measure 
which medical science can of­ 
fer,” the judge said, "that fact 
does 
not 
make 
it absolute­ 
ly necessary for the legislature 
to accept such a solution In all 
cases, where there is . . . an­ 
other 
alternative, abstinence 
from sexual intercourse." 
The case 
based 
on 
psy­ 
chological and economic rea­ 
sons was rejected on grounds 
that the com plainants' rights 
had previously been decided — 
in the Nelson case where the 
statute was upheld as a " re a ­ 
sonable exercise of police pow­ 
er" by the state. 
High Court Encore 
it was through this route that 
the U. S. Supreme Court was 
asked for the second time to 
judge the constitutionality 
of 
Connecticut's birth-control ban. 
This time, it was hoped, the 
legal gaps in the Tileston case 
were plugged. For one thing, Dr. 
Buxton was now asserting a Con­ 
stitutional right of his own. For 
another, the patients were seek­ 
ing legal relief from danger to 
their health and life. 
But the challengers were dis­ 
appointed 
anew. 
They 
had 


proper legal standing, l>ut now 
other factors undercut 
their 
civil 
suits. F irst, contracep­ 
tives were on sale In Connec­ 
ticut drug stores (even If they 
w ere inferior to those which 
would probably bo prescribed 
by a physician). 8econd, the use 
section of the law had never 
been 
Invoked against a re si­ 
dent. And third, physicians had 
not been prosecuted under the 
act since the 1939 raid on the 
B irth Control League's clinic. 
As a result, a m ajor it> of the 
Justices found In June, 1961, 
that no "genuine case or con- 
to v ersy " existed. The fact that 
the state had "not chosen to 
p ress the enforcement of this 
statute deprives these contro­ 
v ersies of the immediacy which 
is an indispensable condition of 
Constitutional 
adjudication," 
they said. 
Dissent Stated 
Among the dissenters to this 
opinion was Justice William O. 
Douglas, who 
observed 
that 
"when the State makes *use' 
(of contraceptives) a ci une and 
applies 
crim inal sanctions to 
man and wife, the State has en­ 
tered the innermost sanctum of 
the home. . . And proof of its 
violation necessarily involves 
an inquiry into the relations be­ 
tween husband and wife. . . the 
idea of allowing the State that 
leeway is congenial only to a 
totalitarian regim e." 
Ironically, however, it was 
the majority opinion which led 
directly to the case now under 
consideration. For immediately 
upon 
announcement 
of 
the 
C ourt's ruling the (reorganized 
and renamed) Planned Parent, 
hood League of Connecticut ap­ 
plauded "the recognition by the 
Court that the law has in fact 
becom e a nullity." 
T hree and a half months la ter, 
the League opened a clinic in 
New Haven. The police soon a r ­ 
rived to investigate. A com­ 
plaint brought by a 'resid en t 
contended that the facility was 
"passing out im m oral lite ra ­ 
ture and breaking the law " He 
added that "every moment the 
clinic stays open another child 
is not born.” 
A rrests Made 
A week after the opening, D r. 


Buxton, the clinic's medical di­ 
rec to r, and M rs. Griswold, who 
had taken histories from pa­ 
tients, described methods of 
contraception, and given a drug 
to a woman, were arrested . At 
their trial they pleaded inno­ 
cent. 
In January, 1962, they 
w ere found guUty. Their convic­ 
tions were upheld by an appel­ 
late court and the Connecticut 
Suprem e Court. 
In 
practice, therefore, the 
state law was not a nullity 
as far as birth-control clinics 
w ere concerned. Aware of this, 
the U«S. Supreme Court agreed 
last 
December 
to 
scan the 
issues a third tim e. And this 
tim e, Dr. Buxton and M rs. G ris­ 
wold hope, they will be able to 
overcom e the C ourt's reticence 
(expressed in the Tileston and 
Poe cases) to decide the fumtu 
mental issues.

To be considered disabled, a

condition must be 
severe enough to prevent him 
from doing am substantial work 
for the indefinite future.

This mother possibly 
never would have come to the 
office except that when her hus­ 
band was received at the State 
Hospital, they notified the Social 
Security Administration that he 
might be eligible for disability 
social security payments. 


It was found that he was not 
only eligible but that his family 
m em bers were also entitled to 
collect monthly paym ents. The 
payments amounted to 
over 


$200 a month and because he

This m other’s story is not an 
unusual case. There are many 
like it even though the Social 
Security A dm inistration

do not sta rt until 6 full months 
after the person becomes dis­ 
abled but by coming early the 
disabled w orker and his family 
can make su re that the payments 
will reach them when they are 
due.

WASHINGTON 
A P—Twenty 
years ago this month, the nation 
learned 
of one of its most 
grievous losses of World War 
n . 
A terrible battered and burned 
aircraft carrier, the Franklin, 
arrived in New York harbor, 
under her own power, after a 
roundabout cruise from the 
Pacific, on Ma\ 17, 1945. 
With the return to home port, 
the Nav > 
disclosed that 
the 
Franklin, a huge Fs sex -el ass 
c a rrie r, had been hit by Ja p a ­ 
nese bombs 60 miles off Japan 
the preceding March 19, and 
had been turned Into an explod­ 
ing ammunition dump 
In eight hours of hell, 724 
men w ere lost. 
An additional 
265 were wounded. 
One 
of the Marine pilots 
aboard the “ Big Ben’’ when the 
eneim bombs hit was 11. C ar­ 
roll K. I aught, who was listed 
on the official records as lost 
in action but actually survived 
and is now a government of­ 
ficial. 
But Faught was the only pilot 
In his read\ room to live. He 
showed 
up 
at Mare 
Island, 
Calif., less one leg, some three 
months after the disaster. 
Faught now is special a s sist­ 
ant to the undersecretary of 
com m erce and director of the 
office of em ergency transporta­ 
tion. 
Faught recalls that on the 
morning of March 19, 1945, the 
F ranklin's aircraft and crew s 
were preparing to launch a 
fighter sweep over Japan when 
an observation plane reported 
sighting the enemy battleship 
Yamoto steam ing out of the Bay 
of Japan. 
O rders 
were changed. 
Big 
Ben’s pilots were to get the 
Yamato. This meant a delay in 
takeoff to perm it briefing of 
crew s on new navigation in­ 
form ation, and changing of the 
airc ra ft arm am ent. 
It was this delay in launching 
that led to the disaster. 
As it happened, most of the 
Franklin’s planes were 
still 
on the flight deck, loaded with 
bombs, rockets, torpedoes and 
machine-gun ammunition, when 
a lone Japanese dive l>oml>er- 
its 
approach 
unnoted 
streaked down through the early 
morning haze. 
The Japanese plane dropped 
two arm or-piercing 500-pound 
bombs. 
One hit near the fo r­ 
ward elevator and the other on 
the aft part of the ship. 
Both 
sank deep into her before they 
exploded. 
Faught recalls that the pilots 
of his squadron were in Ready 
Room 5, being briefed on the 
new 
m ission, 
when the first 
bomb exploded on the deck di­ 
rectly l>elow. 
He said the floor of the room ~ 
rose like a giant mushroom, and 
crushed every other pilot there 
against the ceiling. 
Faught was fortunate enough 
to be standing close to a wall, 
looking at a map. But both legs 
and his right arm were broken 
in the first blast. 
Faught described his experi­ 
ence la te r, in a letter to his 
m other in Laram ie, Wyo., in 
these term s: 
“ So I craw led out on the cat­ 
walk.

person’s date of disability can 
l>e established not more than 
18 months prior to the late a 
claim Is filed. Delay in filing 
may mean the loss of some or 
all disability benefits. O never. 
significant feature of the d is­ 
ability 
program 
Is that all 
claim ants 
are automatically 
referred to the state Vocational 
rehabilitation office. Many are 
assisted by this agency 
and 
provided prosthetic appliances 
or 
braces to help overcome 
their 
physical im pairm ents. 
Others are given special train ­ 
ing In new types of work, and, 
with the new skills learned, are 
able to return to work and lie- 
come self-supporting. 
The Social Security Adminis­ 
tration desires that all disabled 
claim ants make every possible 
effort 
to rehabilitate them ­ 
selves, whether on their 
own 
initiative or through vocational 
rehabilitation services. The law 
prov ides for a trial work i>eriod

1s ill? This question suddenly 
had to l»e answered by her. 
Where is the money going to 
come from? The mother could 
go to work - but with six chil­ 
dren"? W ell, It has been done but 
who will care for the children 
during the 
m other's working 
hours? 
A thousand questions must lie 
running through the thoughts of 
this young mother as she p e r­ 
form s the necessary task 
of 
finding a way for herself and 
her family in a world suddenly 
over-burdened 
with problem s 
that we hope 
many 
of 
us 
w ill never have to face - as if- 
her husband's sickness wasn't 
enough to worry about! 
There was no substantial p ri­ 
vate insurance available to this 
young mother. She reported that 
about all thev could save went 
into paying for a sm all life in­ 
surance policy on her husband. 
There was no sickness and ac­ 
cident Insurance except for the 
payments she had already r e ­ 
ceived from a policy carried 
on her husband by the company 
for which he worked. These pay­ 
ments lasted only 6 months and 
her husband had not l>een able 
to work for nearly a year. 
What has always been of great 
concern to those who work for 
soci.d security is why people 
who are eligible for payments 
wait so long to come to the of- 
fice to claim benefits for which 
they have paid. This mother had 
been drifting from one place to 
another looking for help. Not 
knowing exactly where to turn 
and overlooking the social se ­ 
curity office - the one place 
where 
substantial help was 
available 
to her because her 
husband had paid for the pro­ 
tection during his working life­ 
tim e. 
This mother possibly 
never would have come to the 
office except that when her hus­ 
band was received at the State 
Hospital, they notified the Social 
Security Administration that he 
might lie eligible for disability 
social security payments. 


It w'as found that he was not 
only eligible but that his family 
m em bers were also entitled to 
collect monthly paym ents. The 
payments amounted to 
over 


$200 a month and because he 
had been disabled 
nearly 
a 
year ago, there were 6 monthly 
payments already due. 
This m other's storv is not an. 
unusual case. There are many 
like it even though the Social 
Security Administration 
con­ 
tinually urges anyone who is 
disabled to come to the social 
security office as soon as pos­ 
sible 
after they become dis­ 
abled. 
Disability 
monthly payments 
do not sta rt until 6 full months 
after the person becomes dis­ 
abled but In coming early the 
disabled w orker and his family 
can make sure that the payments 
will reach them when they are 
due.

A terrib le battered and burned 
aircraft c a rrie r, the Franklin, 
arrived In New York harbor, 
under her own power, after a 
roundalxmt 
cruise from the 
Pacific, on Mav 17, 1945. 
With the return to home ixirt, 
the Navv 
disclosed that the 
Franklin, a huge 
F ssex-class 
c a rrie r, had K vn hit by Japa­ 
nese Kind's 60 m iles off Japan 
the preceding March 19, and 
had been turned into an explod­ 
ing ammunition dump 
In eight hours of hell, 724 
men were tost. 
An additional 
265 were wounded. 
One 
of the 
M arine pilots 
aboard the “ Big B en'’ when the 
enomv bombs hit was I t. C ar­ 
roll K 
Faught, who was listed 
on the official records as lost 
in action but actually survived 
and Is now a government of­ 
ficial. 
But Faught was the onlv pilot 
in his readv room to live. He 
showed 
up 
at M are 
Island, 
C alif., less one leg, some three 
months after the disaster. 
Faught now is special a s sist­ 
ant 
to the undersecretary of 
com m erce and director of the 
office of em ergency transporta­ 
tion. 
Faught 
recalls that on the 
morning of March 19, 1945, the 
F ranklin's aircraft and crews 
w ere preparing to launch a 
fighter sweep over Japan when 
an observation plane rejxirted 
sighting the enemy battleship 
Yamoto steam ing out of the Bay 
of Japan. 
O rders 
were changed. 
Big 
B en's pilots were to get the 
Yamato. Tills meant a delay in 
takeoff to perm it briefing of 
crew s on new navigation in­ 
form ation, and changing of the 
aircraft arm am ent. 
It was tills delay in launching 
that led to the d isaster. 
As it happened, most of the 
Franklin’s planes were 
still 
on the flight deck, loaded with 
bombs, rockets, torpedoes and 
machine-gun ammunition, when 
a lone Japanese dive bom ber- 
its 
approach 
unnoted 
streaked down through the early 
morning haze. 
The Japanese plane dropped 
two arm or-piercing 500-pound 
bombs. 
One hit near the for­ 
ward elevator and the other on 
the aft part of the ship. 
Both 
sank deep Into her before they 
exploded. 
Faught recalls that the pilots 
of his squadron were in Ready 
Room 5, being briefed on the 
new 
m ission, 
when the first 
bomb exploded on the deck di­ 
rectly lielow. 
He said the lloor of the room " 
ro se like a giant mushroom, and 
crushed every other pilot there 
against the ceiling. 
Faught was fortunate enough 
to be standing close to a wall, 
looking at a map. But both legs 
and his right arm were broken 
In the first blast. 
Faught described his experi­ 
ence la ter, in a letter to his 
mother in L aram ie, Wyo., in 
these term s: 
“ So I crawled out on the cat­ 
walk. 
I sat there for a while 
and there were explosions that 
bounced me up and down.

States, Ricardo C. Colombo of 
Argentina and Carlos Garcia 
Bauer of Guatemala. 


Cury added that a peaceful 


solution 
depends 
on 
the 


dismissal 
of 
some 
key of­ 


ficers backing the junta. The 
rebels' chief target is Brig. 
Gen. Elias Wessin v 
Wessin, 


who led the resistance to the 
revolt. 
Six of eight high-ranking offi­ 
cers removed by the junta in a 
peace move arrived in Puerto 
Rico aboard a Dominican navy 
frigate. But Caamano said pre­ 
viously their dism issal was not 
enough to satisfy him. 
Latin-American 
diplomatic 
circles in Washington reported 
a broadly based interim gov­ 
ernment embracing both gov­ 
ernment and rebel leaders may 
be In sight. But Cury, speaking 
to newsmen, ruled out a coali­ 
tion government.
